B.U. gained 
*mly one first down from scrimmage, 
while 
Textile 
crashed 
through 
for 
many yard*, but nullified Its own ad- 
•vances by careless handling of the ball. 
Tha visiting team was accompanied 
by 150 royal rooters, but the advertised 
band was missing, the clarinet player 
being smitten with a hard cold Just be- 
fore tho time to make the trip. B.U.'s 
cheering section gave Its eleven enthu- 
siastic support and Iried hard to match 
the volume of Textile's well organized 
fang Jed by Milt Washburn. 
The contest was nol the smoothest 
ever played and there was a lot of un- 
necessary wrangling and crabbing over 
plays and penalties, Boston was hardly 
a thoroughly trained eleven and their 
tendency to "kick" caused them to 
overlook tho fundamentals even more 
Trossly. The B.U. attack broke 
like 
•waves against Die shore when sent at 
the 
Textile line. The backs simply 
eould not go forward past tho line o'f 
scrimmage. 
Rcott, Lombard and Ste- 
vens ^smashed through time after time 
and dumped tho play before it began 
to move, while the visitors' end turn- 
ing attempts fared just as poorly.

BOSTON, Nov. 22.—Judge Carroll of 


the supreme court yesterday declared 
In his 
opinion tho statute of 191G 


granting a Jury trial to persons charg- 
ed with contempt in violating a decree 
of a court, was fundamentally uncon- 
stitutional, and that the legislature bad 
no right to pass a statute to deprivo 
courts of their power under the consti- 
tution to punish for violation of de- 
crees. 


The remarks of Judge Carroll were 


made during a hearing on a petition 
for contempt brought by the 
Walton 


Lunch Company against tho members 
ot the Hestaurant ami Hotel Employes' 
International Alliance for violating an 
Injunction previously issued by Judge 
Tierce. Counsel for the 
respondents 


asked for a Jury trial under tho act of 
1516. 


Judge Carroll said in part: "I do not 


believe U is constitutional for tho leg- 


islature to step in and say that thi 
court or any other court of this stat 
cannot carry out its orders. The cour 
would resolve itself Into a town meet 
ing if it could not enforce its decrees 
It -would be without authority; Us 
crees vrould be hopeless; and it seem 
to me that this statute is fundamoi 
tally 
unconstitutional. That
